Notes to Schedule 1

(a) Aggregate depth of front and rear yards shall not be less than 30 feet and no yard shall be
less than 10 feet. A minimum setback of 15 feet shall be required from the monumented

Borough beachfront line;
(b) Maximum permitted density shall be 10 dwelling units per acre;
(c¢)  Maximum permitted density shall be 16 dwelling units per acre;

(d) None required if fireproof construction;

(¢) Permitted height for conforming lots only. For nonconforming lots the height shall be
determined only after Planning Beard review to assure compliance with the intent and

purpose of the Zoning Law expressed in Section 35-1;

(f)  For accessory structures and uses, a 5-foot setback is permitted unless more restrictive
regulations are established elsewhere in this ordinance;

(g) Front yard setback distance may be reduced to the average of front yard setbacks of
principal structures on all developed propemes on the same side of the street within 200 feet
of the property as documented by a map prepared by a licensed Land Surveyor;

(h)  The building height and building envelope for individual dwelling units, either attached or
detached, shall comply with footnote (f) of this Schedule I;

(i)  Chimneys, stacks, vents, roof overhangs and gutters shall not project more than eighteen
(18) inches into or over any required side yard setback line in the residential zones. Any
projection over eighteen (18) inches shall be considered part of the principal structure and
shall conform to all required side yard setback requirements;

()  The maximum height for single-family dwellings facing the beachfront shall be thirty-eight
(38) feet for conforming lots and thirty-three (33) for non-conforming lots.
